The Nowa Hute,which was not fenced iny was still uncer construction. The newly 
bullt installstions seemed very modern and impressive, Workshops 1, 2 and 3 
were comploted «nd in operation in November 1919 while workshops 1, 5 and 6 were 
still uncer construetion and still lacked roofs. ALL workshops, even those under 
construction, were budlt with cenent blocks (Zementplatten). The buildings hed 
stone foundations on which brick walls of moderate heipht were built. Projecting 
upward from these brick walls wero strut francs (Streben) which source believes 
to be steel girders, The spaces between these steel girders were filled out vith 
gray eenent blocks. Six larpe skylichts were fitted on the roofs of each of the 
three completec wirkshops., Juccing from the existing building materials, the 
other workshops were presumably to be constructed in thc sane mamer. The other 
buildings, such as the encine house etc., were brick buildings. 


Two sevarcte hicktonsion lines extenceé fron the transforncr house in tho ctirec- 
tion of the Gliwice mine, The lines rere Supportec on steel tovers, which were 
60 reters hich and has six crosspieces. In Noverber 1949 there wero Lines only 
on tho top erosspicce and on tue loft side of the sceond crosspiece. Four lines 
radiatec north from the transformer house, two of which led to the srops ly, 2, 
3; is erd 6, (3)

The machinery used in the howe Huta was not vniform. ven for the same kind of 
work processes different t:pes o! machines were usec. In the punching shop most 
of tho punchin: machinos were of Czech origin, but even these were of different 
types. As of Novenber 1919 onl: tractors were being produced at Nova Huta. 

Five tractors were standing on the loading platform on 20 Novenber 1919, (i) In 
November 1949 the Iowa Euta employed 1 3200 people. Work was done in three shifts 
from 6 asm. to 2 psmo, from 2 p.m. to 10 p.n., and from 10 p.m. to 6 an,
